Pair of Vases. If the Mint had to identify the quirkiest work of art in its collection, this pair 
of vases would surely be in serious contention for first place! Formed as broken eggs 
from which finely modeled human faces emerge, the vases were modeled by Isaac 
Broome, a Canadian sculptor who was hired in 1875 by the Trenton firm, Ott and Brewer, 
to invigorate its product line. It has been suggested that the vases' emoting faces might 
have been inspired by characters from the 16th-century Italian Commedia dell'Arte 
tradition, but no one knows for sure. Nevertheless, the vases certainly illustrate Broome's 
skill as a sculptor, as well as his unique creative vision. They are currently on view in the 
Delhom Gallery at Mint Museum Randolph.
